2. The report of the Investigation included the following points: 

a. The USSR has supplied to the Chinese Communists about two hundred manu- 
facturing machines of various kinds for distribution among factories in 
the northeast. Additional machines will continue to come from the USSR 
as the factories require them. 

b. Every Communist factory in the northeast has Soviet technical advisers 
and factory managers. 
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Communist authorities in the northeast urged Shanghai factories to establish 
branches in their territories. To encourage the move, northeast authorities 
promised to supply the necessary transportation facilities. The northeast 
area is Particularly eager to obtain cloth and daily necessities.
